FACTS AND FIGURES OF SCANDAL 


HE Republican National Convention of 

1912 is already notorious in the coun- 
try political history. Throughout the cam- 
poign now closing thé manner in which 
President Taft was nominated has been a 
vital issue. Ou of the methods pursued by 
the bosses in the convention came the split in 
the party and as a result the Progressive 
movement took aggressive form. 

A plain statement of the Republican con- 
vention and of the theft of the presidential 
nomination has been issued by Robert R. 
McCormick, a delegate in the convention 
and the Illinois member of its committee on 
credentials. Mr. McCormick characterises 
his feview as an account of an effort to 
capture the Republican party and make it an 
organization to spoil ihe American poo- 


Of Mr. McCormick's review of the matter 
Col. Roosevelt says: 

“This is a true statement, as I un- 
derstand it, and is admirably put. | 
earnestly urge all honest men to 
read it. 

Mr. McCormick's statement, entitled “The 
Republican Nominalion af 1912," és given 
herewith: 


The Republican national convention has 
been responsive to public opinion eo long that 
people can hardly realize that it could be 
dominated by spoile politics. 

Not since 1896 has there been a real con- 
test for the Republican nomination. In 1000 
McKinley's renomination was not contested. 
In 1904 Theodore Roosevelt was not only the 
unanimous choice of the party, but also of 
the convention. In 1908 both the party and 
the convention accepted Roosevelt's choice in 
William Howard Taft.

Mrs.HowardShaw Leaves Home 
Suddenly and Academy 
Students Drag Pond.

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‘DASHED AWAY IN HER Auro 


Architect Rushes After Her in Big 
Car and Discovers Her 
Machine Abandoned. 


SAYS SHE HAS BEEN m ILL HEALTH 


For two hours last evening a band of Lake 
Forest academy students dragged a pond and 
searched a swamp on the Green Bay road, 
two miles north of Lake Forest, in a seach 
for Mrs. Howard Shaw, wife of tlie Chicago 
architect. While thé search was still 
in progress Mra. Shaw was found wandering 
about the far edge of the swamp and was 
taken home. 

Mrs. Shaw has been in delicate health for 
more than six months. Yesterday after- 
noon she ordered her electric automobile and 
departed before Mr. Shaw was aware of her 
intention. When the husband was in- 
formed of Mrs. Shaw’s departure five min- 
utes later he order out their big touring car 
and followed his wife. 


Finds Wife’s Auto Broken. 

Just before Mr. Shaw came to the swamp 
he saw his wife’s car down in the ditch at 
the side of the road. It had been abandoned, 
and a hasty examination. revealed that the 
steering mechanism had been broken. 

A search of the neighborhood failed to dis- 
cover Mrs. Shaw and the husband at onee 
sent for help. Neighbors and a number of 
students in the Lake Forest academy were 
appealed to to form a searching party. With 
lanterhs they went to the wamp and began 
a systematic search of the morass. Mr. Shaw 
feared that im her nervous condition and con- 
fused by the darkness his wife might have 
wandered into the pond. 

The dragging of the pond was completed 
| with no revelation of a tragedy, and the 
4 searchers breathed easier... The searching 


| of the swamp then went forward and ended 


with the finding of Mrs. Shaw wandering in 
a nearby field. She was almost exhausted 
and in a state of nervous collapee. She was 
wrapped in blankets and taken home. 


Mr. Shaw went to the Lake Forest police 
station after finding his wife’s auto and 
asked that a policeman be détailed to wateh 
the railfoad station to prevent her from 
boarding a train. Durmen said he watched 
the station until it was found Mrs. Shaw was 
still in Lake Forest. 

Mr. Shaw declined to talk about the inci- 
dent last night. 

“Mrs. Shaw is all right,” he asserted. 
„That's all I have to say.“ 


Neighbor Tells of Search. 

„Mrs. Shaw's home, sald Prentiss Coon- 
ley; ohe of the neighbors who aided in the 
search, “‘ is 200 yards north of Laurel avenue 
on the Green Bay road. Shé went out in her 
electric and the steering gear broke. She 
struck a ditch just before she got to Laurel 
avenue. In the dark she had gone down 
Laurel avenue instead of the Green Bay 
road. After going 400 yards she realised 
where she was and turned across the fields 
toward her house. 

Mrs. Shaw has been in delicate health 
several months, and When Mr. Shaw learned 
she had gone out in her electric he immedi- 
ately followed her in his car, knowing she 
was not strong enough te operate an auto- 
molle. On reaching the machine in the ditch 
and finding Mrs. Shaw had gone, hé starfed 
searching for her, but could not find her. He 
telephoned some of hie friends asking them 
to help him in a search, 

“Tt was two hours before Mrs. Shaw was 
found. She said she had become confused 
in the dark, and When her strength gave out 
sat down to rest. When told she had been 
away two hours she Gould not believeit. Dr. 
A. C. Haven said Mrs. Sha must have 
fainted. She suffered no ill effects, except 
she was chilled by exposure to the night air.” 


J. B. Bradley Tells of Seeing Women. 

J. B. Bradley, another neighbor, said that 
during the afternon Mrs. Shaw came out into 
the garden near where he was with Mrs. 
Bradley, and they saw che was ¢rying and 
appeared highly nervous. They asked her 
what was the matter, but she refused to 
answer. | 

The country home of the Shaws is a wel 
known place on the Green Bay road. The 
town residence is 1190 Lake Shore drive. Mf. 
Shaw is a member of the University club.

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TURKS DEFEATED: 
GIVE-UP SOUTARI 


Montenegrins Capture Impor- 
tant Town After Bom- 
barding It for Hours. 


PART OF CITY BURNED. 


BULLETIN. 

ROME, Oct. 26-2 a, m.—Advices 
received here this morning say 
Seetari bas capitulated after bom- 
bardment by the Montenegrins. 

RIEKA, Montenegro, Oct. 27.—A general 
bombardment of Seutari began at 10 o'clock 
this morning. The town Was subjected to a 
éros#firé from the Montenegrin batteries to 
the north, south, and west, and also from the 
island of Vranjitia, on the lake, from which 
point of vantage King Nicholas watched 
the action. 

After an hour 4 thick smoke was seen 
issuing from the eastern quarter of the town. 
The bombardment still continues. 

The troops under Gen. Vukotitch today 
took the strongly fortified heights of Rosai, 
which dominate the approach to Ipek, also 
known as Petch, and continued their advance 
on the town. 7 


Claim Turks Are Victors. 
{8% CABLE TO THE CHICaGo TRIBUNE. } 

LONDON, Oct. 28 3 a. m.—A Constanti- 
neple dispatch to the Express says the east- 
ern Turkish army has taken the offén#ive and 
the recapture of Kirk-Kilissch is officially 
announced. It is deried that the Bulgarians 
are continuing to advance. According to the 
Turks, they have been stopped by Mukhtar 
Pasha, who has reformed his army. The 
Bulgarians fiefore Adrianople have with- 
drawn in the direction of Maras. 

A brief Sofia dispatch last night an- 
| nounced what may prove to be the most ims 
portant move of the Bulgarian army so far— 
the capture of Eski-Baba. The dispatch de · 
scribés this town as an important position on 
thei main line between Adrianople and Con- 
stahtinéple, but omits to say Whether the 
Bulgarlans are in actual possession of the 
railway staton.

BELIEVE TYPHOID 


Sleuths Work on Theory Dis- 
gruntled Labor Men Caused 
Evanston Epidemie. 


MYSfERY AT DAIRY FARM. 


Health officials of Evanston and private 
detectives employed by the Johneon Dairy 
company of that suburb ere investigating 
an epidemic of typhoid which has existed 
there for some weeks on tne theory that 
typhoid germs were deliberately “ plante 
in the milk of the dairy company by labor 
agitators who have béen fighting Johnson 
for several years. 

There now are eleven cases of typhoid in 
Evanston. All the victims are children. In 


each of the eleven cases the trail of the dis- 
ease has led back to the Johnson dairy farm, 


at Shermerville, here the company prepares 
a brand of milk for thé en use of chil- 
dren. 


Find Infected Workman. 

In the preliminary investigation of the 
epidemic the health officials found on the 
fatm a workman named Andrew Pearsons, 
who was suffering from welking typhoid.”’ 

But the doctors discovered the breaking 
out of the first case of typhoid in Evanston 
haé antedated the time when Pearsons first 
complained of illness. 

Then the Johnson company employed de- 


that on Oct. 12 two men had come to the 
| farm and secured employment as laborers. 
They were hired by the month, but after they 
had been on the farm a day and a half they 
suddenly, disappeared. The two men had 
given their place of resideince as Morton 
Grove. Investigation at Morton Grove dis- 
closed. no men of like description ever had 
"resided there. :

They have no regard 
tor my richts and 1 don’t think they have 
any for human life. They have been poison - 
ing my milk in other ways for six monthe. 
Thie ig only a flew phase of their violence.” 

Possible to “Plant” Germs, 

Dr. Victor Balderston, health commission- 
er at Evanston, said it was quite possible 
typhoid germa could have deen planted ” in 
the Milk at the Shermerville farm. 

“ The bacilli,’’ said Dr. Balderston, could 
have béen carried in the form of powder 
in capsules or in the form of a liquid Sisod 
cultures could have been mixed with the 
milk in a dogen different Ways. It is com- 
paratively easy to get typhoid bacilli from 
any bacteriological laboratory.”

CALLS TAFT OUT OF RUNNING 


Theodore Roosevelt's election is confidently 
predictéd in a comprehensive forecast issued 
yesterday by Senator Joseph M. Dixon, 
Chairthan of the Progressive national com- 
mittes. The senator reached Chicago on a 
tnorning tram and wild remaln several days 
. before returning to New York for the close 
“ot the campaign. 

Senator Dixon figures the colonel will re- 
celvé a popular vote of 6,117,000, as against

TYPHOID FEVER. 

HEN a patient has typhoid the 
first question is, What can we do 
for him? The second is, What 
can be done for the family and the 

neighbors? 

During the first week the bacteria are in 
the blood, the spleen, and the lymph glands. 
During the subsequent weeks the bacteria 
are in the lymph glands and spleen, where 
the new chemicals cannot get at them as well 
as when they were in the blood. Any that 
get into the blood are at once paralyzed, but 
in the lymph glands of the intestines they 
grow and multiply and, in the natural course, 
it will require nature all of three weeks to 
rout them out of that location. 

Three to four weeks is a long time for the 
body to suffer the poisoning of the typhoid 
toxin. It is certain to be worn down before 
it is over. Ou top of all, some of these 
lymph glands in the intestinal wall are going 
to break down and result in ulcers. In con- 
sequence, digestion and absorption of food 
is not going to proceed as it should, and in 
this way the bodily weakness will be 
added tog 


~~ 

The treatment of typhoid fever consists of 
thoroughly cleansing the intestinal tract by 
purgatives and enemas. There are no ulcers 
this early in the disease; the intestinal walls 
can stand the cleansing and, in fact, such 
cleansing will decrease the tendency to ulcer: 
ation. 

The next requirement is to give the pa- 
tient as much simple, easily digested, ab- 
sorbed food as he can take—such food as 
milk and preparations from milk, toast, u 
little meat, and maybe some fruit: On the 
one hand, the waste in his tissues must be 
made up for—and most typhoid deaths are 
from exhaustion—and, on the other, intes- 
tinal fermentation must be kept down. 

As the bowels will not be of much service 
in getting rid of the waste, the kidneys must 
be kept active by giving plenty of water and 
the skin must be kept clean. 

The air of the sickroom must be kept 
pure. 

As every day draws on the patient's sav- 
ings bank of vitality he must be kept as 
quiet, composed, happy, and as much at 
peace with the world as possible. 


~o 

Of twenty men who get typhoid nineteen, 
get well. When all patients are protected, 
nursed, and cared for properly the death 
rate will drop to one in fifty. 

Typhoid bacilli are thrown off by patients 
in their bowel movements and urine, There- 
fore, these must be sterilized. Heat is the 
best means of doing this, heating to a 
temperature well below boiling. Bat this 
is inconvenient. A simple plan is to use 
plenty of bleaching powder and to let the 
mixture stand for half an hour. One part 
bleaching powder to ten will kill bacteria 
as certainly as heat, if you give it time. Nor 
should the dis®ifection stop when the fever 
stops. It should be kept up for at least a 
month after the fever has gone, longer still 
in some cases. In fact, the general opinion 


now is that ‘carelessness after typhoid 
spreads more contagion than carelessness 
while the fever is on.

SCARLET FEVER. 

Anxious Mother writes: My baby hae had 
scariet fever for the last three weeks and has 
started to peel very slightly on his head, feet, 
and knees. Let me know where the contagion 
Hes, because I have another child 3% years 
old. I keep him out of the house, but he 
comes every day and beg to be let in. Would 
I do anybody harm if I should take a walk 
in the evening and talk to people standing a 
Uttle distant from me? My doctor hes not 
reported the case. Should I report it now 
to the board of health and must I be locked in 
for six weeks more?” 


REPLY. 

Scarlet fever is most “ catching wben the pa- 
tient is scaling. You should insist upon your doc- 
tor reporting the case to the health department. or 
you should report it and the department will send 
out some one who will tell you just what to do, and 
will also disinfect your house when the child is 
well. The quarantine generally lasts from four to 
six weeks from the beginning of the disease. If you 
report it now your quarantine will last but a short 
time and you will know that you have not been 
the means of spreading the disease. If you keep 
away from your other child and do not let it come 
home until the house hes been disinfected the 
chances are he will not get it.

TUBERCULOSIS. 

W. D. writes: “I had hip joint disease at 
the age of 12. Iam now 58. Three years ago 
my limb grew feverish and painful. I lost 
fiesh and grew faint and was nauseated at 
times. Taking a rest of a month, eating 
plenty of olive oil and eggs and cottonseed 
oll, I gained flesh and strength. I feel quite 
well at times, but I grow tired after a little 
overexertion and feel stiff. I suffer with 
catarrh increasingly, though the discharges 
are whitish, and eyes grow weak with much 
reading. Is it wise for me to continue preach- 
ing twice every Sunday? It seems to give 
me soreness in the head. Is there danger of 
infecting others who use the same bath tub? 
Is there danger of infection from being im the 
same room and handling the same books?’ 


REPLY. 

You evidently have a tuberculosis not fully en- 
capsulated. It is at rest most of the time. In 
fact, it remains tnactive for long periods, but evi- 
dently you had a flareup three yearsago. The wise 
plan for you to follow Is to take it just as easy as 
you can, for your vitality is needed to keep your 
infection Gown. Have your physician increase your 
immunity to the poisons of the tubercle bacillus 
by giving you a course of tuberculin. Never mind 
about your minor ills. There is no danger to others 
from being in the same room with you or using 
the same bathtub or handling the same books. 
Your tuberculosis, on your statement, is not open.

LA MARQUISE DE FONTENOY. 


UST at the present moment, when the 
Bulgarian army is in the field, it is in- 
teresting to recall that had King Ferdi- 
nand kept his promises to his crony, 
kinsman, and comrade, Archduke John 

of Austria, the latter might still be in the 
land of the living instead of having vanished 
from human ken somewhere between La 
Plata and Valparaiso under the name of 
John Roth. 

Archduke John was, after the compulsory 
abdication of the late Prince Alexander 
of Battenberg, a candidate for the throne of 
Bulgaria, much favored by the Bulgarian 
dictator Stambouloff and by the other lead- 
ing statesmen of the country. Emperor 
Alexander III. of Russia was, however, anx- 
fous that the Bulgarians should find no for- 
eign prince willing to accept their throne, 
and used all the influence he possessed to 
prevent any one from accepting the offer. 
The manner in which his brother-in-law, 
Prince Waldemar of Denmark, spurned the 
crown furnished a notadle illustration of the 
| exar's aftitude in the matter, and it was 
through his interference at Vienna that Em- 
peror Francis Joseph insisted that Archduke 
John should decline the vacant throne at 
Sofia. 

When- it was offered to Prince Ferdinand 

of Coburg the czar telegraphed to him pro- 
testing against his acceptance, and caused 
the Russian ambassador at Vienna, Prince 
Lobonoff, to promise Ferdinand that if he 
declined to go to Bulgaria he would assure 
him a most brilliant military career in Rus- 
sia. 
Ferdinand solemnly promised both Prince 
Lobanoff in person, and Emperor Alexander 
by telegraph that under no circumstances 
would he accept the Bulgarian crown, and 
within twelve hours afterwarcs started for 
Sofia, and ascended the throne there. 

Before doing so he had likewise promised 
Archduke John that he would intrust to him 
the creation and the. training of the Bul- 
garian army. Archduke John was at the time 
accounted one of the cleverest of Austrian 
generals. But being extremely modern in 
his ideas he did not find favor with the olcer 
generation of Austrian commanders, notably 
‘the generalissimo, Field Marshal archduke 
Albert, who were too firmiy wedded to the 
traditions of the past to relish any innovations 
or reforms, 

But when Archduke John prepared to join 
‘Ferdinand at Sofia and to take charge of 
‘the Bulgarian army, severing his connection 
with the Austrian army in order to do 80, 
Ferdinand declined to fulfill his pledge and to 
intrust him with any command. 
| — 

Probably he feared that once Archduke 
John had cut himself adrift from the 
Austrian army and established himself as a 
military power at Sofia he might renew his 
acpirations to the Bulgarian throne, and de- 
velop into a dangerous rival. Possibly, too, 
he ¢id not wish to antegonize stil further 
the court at Vienna and the Austrian em- 
peror. i N 
At any rate, he refused to carry out his 
to Archduke John. and it was then 

that the latter, realizing there was no out- 
let for his superabundant energy. his ac- 
tivities and his talents as a prince of the 
‘blood in Burope, resolved upon the renun-

given any sign of life to their relatives.

It is gratifying to American pride, if not 
pleasing to the enemies of Theodore Roose- 
velt, that all the charges against him which 
have been before the people these many 
months have been dissipated by the evidence 
presented to the senate committee or else- 
where and that he stands forth today un- 
touched by any accusation. 

He was a drunkard, but the physicians of 
a well known hospital state in their report on 
his wound that his chances of recovery are 
good because he has led a temperate life. 
It is not much of a task for skilled physi- 
cians to tell on examination of a patient 
whether he is a victim of alcohol poisoning, 
and that is one of the first things that they 
Gesire to find out. 

He was a crazy man, but by his logic and 
his tremendous attacks on those whom he 
considered evildoers he has made all afraid 
not of his insanity but of his sanity. He was 
accused of Knowingly being the beneficiary 
of gifts to a campaign fund by the Standard 
Oil company and then denying that he was 
a consenting party. This charge has been 
completely disproved. 

He was said to have accumulated through 
his associates a campaign fund of $3,000,- 
000 previous to the nom»nation by the Repub- 
licans last June. This was shown to be un- 
xi and the charge is now an object of ridi- 
cule. 

He was said to be supported by the Inter- 
national Harvester company, and it has 
since been shown that the president of that 
company has contributed to .ae Wilson fund, 
while there is absolutely no evidence of any 
co6peration by him or by his company in the 
Progressive campaign. 

The charges against Roosevelt have 
reached the point of silliness in the state- 
ment that he played the part of the coward 
at San Juan hill, the claim that he did not 
kill those animals in Africa, and the’ asser- 
tion that he never killed a Srizziy bear 
though he claims to have cone so. , 

It is difficult to escape the conclusion that 
these stories were largely dictated by mal- 
ice, or, if you please, political antagonism.

Court Martial Votes Extreme 


Penalty for Rebel and 
Three Aids, 


Popular Protest 80 Strong That 
There Is Talk of Impeach- 
ing Madero. 


Vera Cruz, Oct. N.—Oen. Felix Dies, leader 
of the recent revolt here, and Maj. Zerate, 
Col. Antonio Migoni, and Lieut. Lima, offi- 
cers under Diaz in his attempt to overthrow 
the government, today were condemned to 
death by court martial. 

Lieut. Camache, Capt. Mayen of the rural 
guard, and Capt. Hermilio Martines were 
sentenced to ten years’ imprisonment, end 
Gabriel Ramos, custome coliector. and Her- 
nan Arostegui, censor of telegrams, were 
sentenced to two years’ imprisonment. 

Nine other officers and civilians were al- 
lowed to go free. . 

The court martial, which was presided over 
by Gen. Davila, sat in secret session from 
2 o’clock Saturday morning until 8:15 o'clock 
this morning. The sentences caused a gen- 
sation. 


Deltran Suspends Sentences. 

Gen. Davila refused to acknowledge the 
orders of the district judge to suspend the 
proceedings in the case of Gen. Diaz and Maj. 
Zerate. Gen. Deltran, military commander 
of the zone, however. accepted a writ of 
habeas corpus and suspended the executions, 
leaving the prisoners temporarily at the dis- 
position of the district court. 


Talk of Impeaching Madero. 

Mexico City, Oct. 27.—Popular protest 
against the execution of Gen. Felix Dias is 
so strong that there 18 talk of {mpeaching 
President Madero. Sharp discord has arisen 
between the president and the senate, and as 
individuals the senators have seriously dis- 
cussed the questlon of impeachment because 
of the administration's deflance of the sen- 
ate! interpellation on Friday.

They see philanthropic enterprises, care- 
fully developed by public spirited women, 
such as industrial schools and juvenile 
courts, when made a part of governmental 
administration, languish and fall of their 
highest ueefulness because their founders 
— promoters are denied a further part in 

em. 

Women are praised for such undertakings 
when they are philanthropic, but if the same 
patients in the same buildings are taken over 
by the state; their further activity is con- 
sidered unwomanly because the institution 
has entered the political field. 

Public spirited women also see other be- 
neficent-measures, such as old age pensions 
and epileptic colonies, fail of accomplieh- 
ment because women without the franchise 
have no opportunity to insist that the state 
shall provide adequate care for the old and 
sick. 


f 

Certainly such a réle needs te be examined 
afresh when a multitude of men and women 
have come to challenge the sincerity and 
moral value of that cémbination of rever- 
ence and disregard which does not permit a 
woman to fulfill her traditional obligation to 
the community simply because to do this she 
must participate in political life. 

If women would bear their share in those 
great social problems which no nation has 
yet solved, but which every nation must re- 
duce to political action if it would hold its 
place in advancing civilization, they are 
fairly forced to choose between standing for 
an impossible ideal, quite outside of the polit- 
ical field, or upholding moral standards with- 
in political life itself. 

~o 

In fact, we constantly see that the women 
who use their leisure for useful activity de- 
velop a growing desire for citizenship, while 
the others tend toward complete detachment 
and irresponsibility. 

May we not say that the women who keep 


of the real life of their times, for never since 
the days of Pericles has so large a portion of 
social activity come within the sphere of 
politics. 

To considered the second objection, may I 
relate two personal experiences which led me 
to accept my election as a delegate from IIll- 
nois to the Progressive convention and thus 
to become identified with the party. 

— 

Although I have always been in favor of 
woman suffrage, it was only during last year 
that I had an opportunity to speak for the 
cause in the states where suffrage for women 
was to be directly voted upon in the fall elec- 
tions. These campaign states afforded an 
excellent Illustration of political participa- 
tion versus abstract propaganda. 

I spent a week campaigning in Kansas, 


the school franchise for fifty years and the 
municipal franchise for twenty-five years. 
Although I had the impression that I was 
plowing over a field that had been well 
plowed over before and that all the essen- 
| tial reasons for giving votes to women had 
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been presented to the people of Kansas long 
since, there was a new. sense of reality about 
it. 


— 

Part of the time I was with the Rev. Olym- 
pla Brown, who had successfully campaigned 
through the state fifty years before. The 
men applauded .when she recalied the hard- 
ships of pioneer women whom she knew. 
One had buried three children at her own 
doorstep, one after another, as they died 
of diphtheria without the benefit of physician 
or clergy. Certainly such women out of 


. their hardships and sacrifices had earned a 


right to participate in the political develop- 
ment of their state. But ghey were no more 
devoted and patriotic than was the mayor of 
a Kansas town whom I met at the state 
Capital, an able, self-possessed woman, con- 
versant with the policies of advanced mu- 
nicipal administration so often absolutely 
dependent upon state legislation. 

She, too, held a stake in the development 
of her state, as did many other Kansas 
women, bearing the burdens of their own 
day, who needed the franchise for imme- 
diate use. 


—~e- 

Last winter members of the national Amer- 
ican woman’s suffrage association appeared, 
as women from suffrage societies had done 
for forty-two consecutive sessions of con- 
gress, before the judiciary committees of the 
senate and house, to urge the passage of 
equal suffrage be which had as usual been 
introduced into both houses of congress. Al- 
though à million and a quarter of women 
vote for the president of the United States 
at the next election, the woman's vote was 
not used. as a threat, and the entire discus- 
8s was kept far above political exigen- 
cles 

It wasa fine opportunity to test the strength 
of that disinterested leadership backed by 
moral worth, by intellectual distinction, and 
social, prestige, as one woman after another, 
representing the interests of the home, of 
education, of industry, of philanthropy, of 


social reform, presented her plea for political 
equality. 


_ 

The members of the congressional! commit- 
tees were courteous in their usual promise 
“to take the matter under advisement.” 
They even ordered duplicate copies of the 
congressional hearing to be sent to the na- 
tional suffrage headquarters that we might 
use them for propaganda, evidently con- 
vinced that the arguments as arguments 
were sound. 

It is evident, however, that what the situa- 
tion demanded wai not more abstract argu- 


„ments. not more deference to congressional! 


opinion and more dependence upon its in- 
itiative, but a new party alignment with the 
many men who, already convinced of the 
valicity of woman's suffrage, were ready to 
proceed to the realization of opinion,” in 
John Morley’s fine phrase. Our position of 
appeal was anomalous. Woman suffrage 
needed to be pus by men who had been 
elected to congress pledged to that issue. 


_ 

Having reached this conviction through 
my own experiences, as did many other wom- 
en who were convinced that the time had 
come for political action, we could not do 
otherwise than identify ourselves with the 
new party, which met us more than halfway, 
which through its state qonventtons had 
sent twenty-two women to participate in its 
first national deliberation, and whose plat- 
form states that “the Progressive party, 
— that no voces sen 


1 


be a true democracy which denies political 
rights on account of sex, pledges itself to the 
task of securing equal suffrage to men and 
woman alike.’’ 


If further reply is needed to the objection 


that some of us as suffragists have given up 
a fine strategic position of nonpartisanship, 
Jean only add that political history has many 
times made evident that new parties ulti- 
mately write the platforme for all parties; 
causes which the new party alone has the 
courage and insight to espouse are later 
taken up by existing political organizations 
to whom direct appeal had previously proved 
fruitless. 


~o- 

When the cause of equal suffrage has once 
been campaign material it cannot again be 
ignored, certainly not when associated with 
two such candidates as those at the head of 
the Progressive party. 

A candidate is not merely a unit, but the 
spokesman of a vast number of people. Ha 


must be accepted or rejected on the merits of 


his background as well as upon his own per- 
sonality. It is clear that measures never can 
be made into political material apart from 
men because they cannot be placed before 
the average voter, busy about his everyday 
affairs, unless they aré expressed through a 
personality which engages his interest and 
loyalty. 

Many of usare grateful that such an opper- 
tunity has come to our cause, and while we 
in no wise commit the suffrage organizations 
with which we are connected, we gladly iden- 
tify ourselves with the Progressive party, 
which declares for a rounded program of 6o- 
cial legislation and appeals to that moral 
energy of women which has been so long un- 
desired and unutilized in politics.

Unfair System Again Adopted. 
_ Whe national eommittee may then preceed 
to make up a convention of delegates favor- 
able to the president, who, therefore, ean 
renominate himself as often as he can be 
elected. 

This system was again adopted 
this year by the “Republican” on- 
vention in Chicage ugder the demina-. 
tion of Barnes, Penrose, Crane, Payne, 
and Guggenheim, the intention being 
to continue to disfranchise the Re- 
publicans in the selection of 
dential candidates. 

Keeping in mind that the Republican c@n- 
vention is in no way selected by the Repub- 
nean voters, or under their control, but is 
a body in which only a minority ts subject to 
Republican voters, and that their minority 
may be excluded from the convention by the 
national committee; keeping aiso in mind 
that there ig a minority representing pouth-. 
ern office holders, and @ represent: 
ing political manipula » whole domi- 
ated and controlled by a national commit- 
tee, in turn dominated by the president of the 
United States—it becomes of interest to ind 
out whether this autocratic body this year 
tried to serve the party in an honegt gpirit 
or whether it sought to dominate the party 
by unfair methods and for ulterior purposes.

Opposition to the renomination of President 
Taft began with his acceptance of the Payne- 
Aldrich tariff, was organized in the fall of 
1611, and announced with the eahd@idacy of 
Senator Robert M. La Follette for the nomi- 
nation. 

In February ot this year a Wen was 
Started by seven governors of Republican 
states and by those interested in progressive 
Policies who were opposed te the renoming- 
tion of President Taft and did pot believe 
in the candidacy of Senator La Follette, to 
obtain the nomination for Col. Roosevelt. 

The Roosevelt leaders had Col. Reasevelt's 
name put em the ballot in every state which 
had. direct primaries, except the state of 
Wisconsin. They requested all the legisia- 
tures of states not having the direct prima- 
cies immediately to pass primary laws. They 
requested the Republican national committee 
to call for the election of national delegates 
through direct primaries. ‘The Taft man- 
agers in every instance opposed the exten- 
sion of direct. primaries, would not put it in 
the call of the national committees, prevented 
its adoption in Michigan ang other states, but 
were unable to prevent is adoption in a 
nois.

neither Taft nor Reoogeyelt had 540 uncon- 
tested follewera in the convention, and it 
could not be expected that the followers of 
either would vote to seat their opponent's 
delegates unless the justice of their creden- 
tale was clear, | 

That Ransivelt was willing to leave his cans 
to sueh a judgment and that Taft was not, is 
strong dence of the justice of Roosevelt's 
claim that seated Taft delegates were fraudu- 
lently seated, and strong evidence that the 
Taft leaders did not believe in the justice of 
thelr Caso.

Protests Only Dishonest Seating. 

I immediately took the floor and said that 
whatever were my views as to the propriety 
of nominating a candidate for the presidency 
by the use of votes of Democratic states and 
territories, still, if a candidate ungatisfactory 
to me should be nominated with the use of 


the votes of Democratic states and of terri- 


tories, if I believed that the delegates form- 
ing the majority were honestly entitled to 
their seats in the eortvention, or even if I 
thought that they held their seats by virtue 
of the honest opinion of the majority of the 
committee on credentials, I would consider 
the nomination binding en the party; but if 1 
became convinced that the majority was 
made up by the dishonest seating of dele- 
gates, I would feel it my duty to make such 
a statement to the people of Dlineis whom I 
represented, and that I thought the proposed 
rules were strong evidence that the majority 
of the committee on credentials did not intend 
to bring an honest judgement. 

The debate upon the rules became most 
bitter and Mr. Heney participated vigorously.

But judgment was net wanted by the con- 
trolling element. All that was necessary was 
for them to keep a majority of the total mem- 
bership in the room and to vote upon every 
roll call as directed by the leaders. 

The situation was rendered more dificult 
by the absenee of those members whe had 
left, refusing to participate under the out- 
rageoue rules first proposed. There remained 
but few members of the committes not under 
the demination of the machine. These few, 
overworked and bewildered by the enormous 
amount ef testimeny before them, were fur- 
ther harassed by the majority who refused 
the minority adequate time for delfheration. 
This majority was in constant teuch with 
Senators Crane and Penrose, whe were 41

When finally, on Friday, Senater Reet de 
termined te cal] the convention te erder to 
Consider the contests, the minarity had bad 
no conferences in which to decide upon 3 
course of action, I had been on the platform 
in their behalf, vainly trying to ascertain the 
plans of the bosses of the convention. When 
the contest of the Ninth Alabama district was 
presented to the convention I objected on 
the ground thet oppertunity te prepare the 
ease of the minority had been lacking, but 
this was waived in order to permit a roll call 
upon a motion of Gev. Hadley that no dele- 
gate whose seat was contested should vote on 
the contest, and a formal minority report was 
wubmitted for the purpose of getting the

The motion was yeted down by the votes of

No Pretense at Deliberation. 

Lawrence F. Sherman of Illinois had pre- 
pared a comprehensive set of arguments 
in support of the point ef order, but never 
was givéh opportunity to deliver tt. The 
OWection to Mr. Root's point of view ta that 
if the contested delegates seated by the na- 
tional committee are allowed to vote on each 
other's contests, the national committee can 
po seat temporary delegates as absolutely 
to contrel the eenvention. 

It is to be noticed that while Mr. Root's 
argument applies to a situation which might 
arise, the second argument applies to a sit- 
uation which did arise in this convention. It 
was to find a common ground where the ad- 
vocates of the Rost and of the Sherman 
views could stand that the Illinols delega- 
tion had offered the Hay resolution, which 
would have essured the eorrect seating of 
delegates. 

All day Friday the convention rolled over 
the contests as fast as they could be forced 
through the credentials committee, there 
being no pretense at deliberation. It ap- 
peared Ahat the werk would be driven 
through that day, and as a final protest and 
argument to show the delegates as seated 
how serious the situation was, I drew a form 
of minority report. This was submitted to

In all cases the Progressives were arguing 
for ideals, for improved conditions, and to 
give expression to popular opinion.

The personal appearance of the speakers 
was strikingly different. The Progressives 
Hadley, Allen, Johnson—were clearly 
straightforward and conscientious men. The 
Taft leaders were Bradley of Kentucky, 
Payne of New York, Guggenheim of Colo- 
rado, and Watson of Indiana, From the 


repulsive, Bradley to the olly Watson the position 


impression given was of insincerity. 

Nor were the leaders off the floor less dif- 
ferent in type,. Senators Borah and Bristow, 
Gov. Stubbs of Kansas, Everett Colby of 
New Jersey, and Judge Lindsey of Colorado, 
stand before the country as men of princi- 
ples and ideals. Stevenson of Colorado, Pen- 
rose of Pennsylvania, Crane of Massachu- 
setts, are the recognized leaders of national 
corruption. The only man on the Taft side 
of good national reputation was Senator 
Root, 

To an unprejudiced outsider I have ne 
doubt the impresslon given by the 200-0dd 
Taft delegates from northern states was 
not strikingly different from that given by 
the$00-odd Roosevelt, La Follette, and Cum- 
mins delegates. It was in the leaders and 
in the extremista that the difference was 
striking. To men of conservative thought 
and particularly men greatly interested in 
the present distribution of wealth, some of 
the Roosevelt leaders, may have seemed rad- 
ical. But to men whose moral sense had 
not been deadened, the extremists on the 
Taft ste must have been sickening. 


| ANALYSIS OF THE CONVENTION. 


The bitterness of members of the creden- 
tials committee against Mr. Heney, which 
seemed more bitterness against the man 
than against the arguments; the evident 
working understanding among the members; 
the unscrupulous way in which they rode 
over justice in the committee, and the simi- 
larity between their methods and those of 
the crooked politicians in Illinois with whom 
I have come in contact led me to investi- 
gate the personnel of the committee. 

The personnel ef the members from the 
golid south I passed over as, after all, the 
wrong of their being jn the committee at 
all would transcend any personal delin- 
quence.

side of the proposition. 

The Supreme court reversed its former d 
cision and did exectly what the trusts’ attor- 
neys asked and what congress had refused 
to do, 

Whereupon a shout of rejoicing went up 
from the trust magnates of the country. 
They had won their fight at last, in spite of 
the people, and immediately President T 
comes out In praise of the decision an 
clares that the law is now satisfactory. 

In other words, after the Supreme court 
has amended the law to suit the trusts, the 
people shall not be permitted to amend it in 
their own interests. | 

But Mr. Roosevelt goes farther than Mr. 
Taft. Mr. Taft would hardiy admit that the 
Supreme court “ legislated.” He certainly 
would not declare that it had “ usurped” 
the rights of congress, and he would be very 
far. from justifying the decisions on the 
ground that congress had failed to do its 
duty.

President Taft is entirely too conservative 
to use the language employed by Mr. Roose- 
velt. He would be judicial in his comments; 
he would see in the court’s decision merely 
n correct interpretation of the law, and 
would insist that such correct interpreta- 
tion was entirely within the constitutional 
rights of the court. : 

Not so with Mr. Roosevelt. He is by na- 
ture different from Mr. Taft—different, in 
fact, from any other public man who has 
ever appeared upon our national stage. He 
does not quibble about interpretations; he 
does not indulge in circumlocution or in fine 
distinetions long drawn out. He plainly 
states, In effect, that a constitution is but 
a matter of form, and not intended to re- 
strain those public officials who conceive 
that they have been raised up by Providence 
and specially prepared for the work of gov- 
erning the people for the people’s good.“ 

: aa 

To such an extraordinary, such a super- . 
man, the constitution may be advisory, but 
cannot be directory—it may indicate an or- 
dinary course of procedure, but does not 
prescribe a rule that is imperative. 

The position taken by Mr. Roosevelt opens 
a wide field, and, coupled with his known 
views on other subjects, ought to awaken 
apprehension among those who appreciate 
the importance of constitutional limitations. 

According to our organic law, the president 
appoints United States judges—he does not 
have to consult the voters, nor even the 
members of the house of representatives. If 
a majority of the senators conour, the ap- 
pointment stands (and senators, it must be 
remembered, are elected by the state legisia- 
turés rather than by the people directly. 
The system will, no doubt, be changed in a 
short time, but the resolution submitting 
the amendment providing for popular glec- 
tion of senators had not passed congress 
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when Mr; Roosevelt wrote the above edi- 
torial]. d =

8 yynen a judge is once appointed he serves 
for life, and cannot be removed except by 
impeachment, and it would be difficult to im- 
peach @ judge because of a position taken in 
a case that came before him, however repug- 
nant that position was to public sentiment. 

If Mr. Roosevelt is elected president it is 

only fair to assume that in appointing United 
States judges he will select the men who 
take his view on constitutional questions. 
It would hot be necessary to question them 
about their attitude—the fact that they sup- 
ported him would be sufficient evidence of 
their entire fitness for high position.

Mr. Roosevelt believes in federal incorpora- 
tion, and one of the reasons he gives for it is 
that it would relieve the corporations from 
restrictions imposed upon them by state leg-

If Mr. Roosevelt is elected he can ask con- 
gress to authorize federal incorporation, and 
if congress, reflecting the wishes of the 
people, refuses, he can then insist upon a 
judicial interpretation of the constitution, or

Mr. Roosevelt has a new theory of gov- 
ernment, a plan thought out and thoroughly 
systematized. 
suggested since the days of Alexander Ham- 
Uton. It is the quintessence of centraliza- 
tion and consolidation, and, added to this 
revolution in government, he gives us his 
view of constitutional law., namely, that 
any branch of our government is at liberty 
to usurp the rights of any other branch. 

It is strange that one with such a theory 
of government should ever be considered 
for a single presidential term, and stranger 
still that he should be considered for a 
third term. But it is estounding that the

at Sunday's Concerts.

MUSICAL “Pilgrim’s Progress" was 
the portion of the professional concert- 
goer Sunday afternoon. His duties 
began cheerfully with the syncopic pec- 
cadillos of Sousa and his accomplices 

at the Auditorium, 
few and enthusiastic; they ended depressingly 
with the questionable examples of American 
song selected by Mme. Rappold to close her 
recital in the Studebaker, where there were 
fewer empty seats and where the applause 
was as generous; and they included the debut 
of Mrs, Sybil Owen-Hartley at the Whitney 
Opera house, where the audience was small 
but equally appreciative. 

As usual, Sousa’s program was most valued 
by the audience for those numbers which did 
not appear upon the printed list. This began 
with an overture entitled “ Robespierre,” by 
Litolff. Its creator achieved fame among 
composers as the publisher of cheap editions 
of the classics. Also he became rich. The 
noisy banality of this composition constitutes 
its especial recommendation to a place in the 
repertory of the brass band. But its un- 
pleasant impression speedily was dissipated 
when Sousa plunged joyously into the 
rhythmical tangles ‘of the “King Cotton” 
march, to which, it must be confessed, the 
old Mam in us all is irresistibly drawn, de- 
spite years of chastening discipline. It re- 
mains only to be regretted that Sousa has 
permitted his band to deteriorate, both as to 
the quality of the tone and the precision of 
the ensemble.

Mme. Rappold is the second representative 
of the Metropolitan opera to come to us thus 
early in the season. Like the majority of her 
colleagues from the brilliant world of the 
, lyric stage, she is not heard to the best ad- 
vantage in song recital. Such a measure of 
success as was her portion yesterday was due 
to the rarely appealing quality of the voice 
itself and to her remarkably effective use of 
dynamic contrast. The first interpretative 
asset of the Lieder singer comprises that con- 
trol of the vocal medium whereby qualitative 
variety of tone is employed to the establish- 
ment of the varying mood defined by the as- 
sociated text. 

This asset Mme. Rappold does not possess, 
but as a substitute for it she makes remark- 
ably intelligent use of shading. Likewise, she 
reads her texts well, except those which happen 
to be in her mother tongue. 
unintelligible, in this instance not an un- 
mitigated misfortune, in view of the quality of 
the texts. Through her manager Mme. Rappold 
laments her inability to discover worthy ex- 
amples of American song. It is asserted that 
she has looked carefully through the catalogue 
of the most prominent American publisher, but 
quite in vain, a circumstance which no one 
acquainted with the methods of the American 
publisher will find strange. 

— 

It may be conceded that the songs by Spross, 
Worrell, Cadman, and Huntington-Woodman 
selected by Mme. Rappold would have tried the 
patience even of a singer schooled to the 
standards of grand opera. One ventures to sug- 
gest, therefore, that she appeal to the Ameri- 
can composer direct. As one of the few singers 
of distinction willing to represent them 
wortHily, she should elicit generous response. 

Especially attractive, by reason of the de- 
lictous vocal quality developed, was Mme. 
Rappold's delivery of the “ Vissi d'art.“ from 
Puccini's Tosca.“ Though the singer per-

; Mr. Olcott at Mc Vicker 8 
in The Isle o Dreams.”

N the third act Mr. Olcott is usually dis- 

covered to be—not the lyric peasant the 

earlier scenes indicate, but the long lost 

heir to a proud name and vast estates, and 

fully equipped to he in love with the im- 
perious beauty in the castle beyant. After the 
fall of the curtain he makes as simple and 
as gracious a speech as is made before any 
curtain, ‘and then some one in the audience 
shouts “ Wild Irish Rose!” 

Although the accompanist has had for some 
moments the music of “ The Wild Irish Rose” 
in front of him, Mr. Olcott looks surprised and 
nonplused. “I would indeed be ungrateful,” 
says he, “if I did not do anything for you that 
it is in my power to do.” So he sings The Wild 
Irish Rose.” Sometimes before he begins he 
remarks, “I hope that I will live as long in 
your memory as has this little song.” It is 
all quite nalve and heartsome, and the entire 
proceeding shows that for no other American 
player is there the affection that there is for 
Mr. Olcott. 

In “The Isle o' Dreams the customary 
Oleott formula is adhered to rather closely. 
There is acid for England and salve for Ireland, 
surly redcoats abound and Irish patriots are 
constantly being caught by and escaping from 
them. The pretty patrician in the castle glides 
through the incidents in a lovely green cloak, 
but by way of_being unconventional this time 
no villian vies with the hero for her smiles. 
The language of the play is so melodious that 
almost. every line sounds like a music cue, 
The scenery, again disregarding precedent, con- 
tains no ruined castle, but it is a spacious 
representation of the various  localities—a 
picturesque tavern, a barren coast, the interior 
of a castle, and the deck of a ship in the 
moonlight. 

The main news of this report, however, 
comes in answer to the inquiry, “ What does 
Mr. Olcott sing?” Well, he sings four or five 
songs about and to Ireland, all- of which ripple 
and undulate as if they Had been written by a 
melancholy Viennese. Some of the titles are 
The Isle o' Dreams,” “When Irish Eyes Are 
Smiling.“ and “Kathleen Aroon.“ All of them 
would be “hits” in musical comedy and prob- 
ably have been or will be. Mr. Olcott's voice, 
one of this writer's favorite vocal organs, is 
Still clear and bell like, as Mr. Gunn would not 
say, and his acting remains full of delightful 
histrionic blarney, with the same twinkling 
eye and ingratiating smile. When he sasses 
the English he makes em care for it. When 
he talks to his lady love about her charms, the 
stage is like a honey pot. The austere influ- 
ence of Mr. Henry Miller, who now directs Mr. 
Olcott's ventures, is not disconcertingly visible 
in any change in Mr. Olcott's performance, 

It should havé been said several moments 
earlier that Mr. Olcott, before the play began, 
was shipwrecked at the age of 5 on the coast 
of the Isle o’ Dreams, “a bit of emerald broken 
from the mother stone —just off the south 
He was rescued by a fine old 
Trish lady and a benign priest and grew to 
be so brave and strong that he risked his life 
to save that of his sweetheart’s brother, who 
was a spy from the army of Napoleon. The 
kindly British officer who arrested Mr. Olcott 
for this misdemeanor proved later to be Mr. 
Olcott's rich brother, and so the play ended 
with a song on Mr. Olcott's lips and the hero- 
ine in his arms. 

Mr. Miller's stage directing attention might 
be called to the lighting of this otherwise 
beneficent scene—it gives Mr. Olcott’s erstwhile 
pink complexion an igneous tinge, and is sin- 
ister. There are some unusually effective play- 
ers in Mr. Olcott's support. Mrs. Jennie La- 
mont, impersonating Mpther Kelway, is one of 
these, and so is Mr. David Glassford as the 
pleasant colonel. 

So also is Mr. John Sheehan as a mischievous 
peasant boy. In a more stereotyped manner 
Miss Edith Browning is efficient in the stereo- 
typed rdle of the heroine, and she has beauty 
and earnestness. One hopes that Mr. Olcott 
was tender to his accompanist after the per- 
formance last evening. There were moments 
during the play when it seemed that he might 
not be.

Funk Once Gridiron Hero.

ner of the Yale eleven of 1891.

Pastors on “Tuberculosis Sun- 
day” Praise Efforts to Pre- 
vent and Cure Disease. 


ASK ALL TO AID IN FIGHT 


Bishop Fallows Pleads for Gen- 
eral Co-operation with the 
Oity and Nation. 


Commendation of nation wide efforts for 
the prevention and cure of tuberculosis was 
voiced yesterday in many Chicago pulpits. 
The day was designated as “ Tuberculosis 
Sunday,“ and the creafion of a right public | 
eentiment was said by the national organiza- 
tion promoting the work to be one of the 
prime objectat the day. 

The day was observed in thousands of 
churches of every denomination throughout 
the country M@pealkers endeavored to arouse 
the people to practical efforts to stay the 
disease. 


“The loss of life from tuberculosis has 
been reduced one-half as compared with 
thirty years ago,” said Bishop Samuel Fal- 
lows in St. Paul's Reformed Episcopal 
church, He used as the theme of his sermon 
— “The Oonservation of Human 

e. 


Points to Mortality Figures. 

„Nevertheless, he added; the loss of 
life from this cause is appalling. While the 
convention of American railway surgeons 
recently held in Chicago brought out the fact 
that more than half a million workers are 
either killed or injured in the United States 
every year, our national government says 
8,000,000 of our people constantly are sick 
and 1,500,000 die annuafly, most of them from 
preventable causes. 

“The annual financial loss from this state 
of things conserVatively is estimated at 
$3,000,000.000. one-third of the value of the 
farm crop of the entire country. Nine-tenths 
of th inor ailments which eonstitute the 
chief Cause of the decrease of our daily ef- 
ficiency can be removed by careful atten- 
tion. We ought to codperate With the city 
and national authorities in this battle for 
human conservation and in the prevention 
and cure of tuberculosis, being assured by 
those who know it is a preventable and a 
curable disease.“ 


Stone Says All Must Aid, 

“We all are under obligation to spread 
intelligence regarding the dread disease of 
tuberculosis, its prevention, and cure,” said 
the Rev. John Timothy Stone in his sermon 
Prelude in the Fourth Presbyterian church. 

Christ not only made provision for the 
salvation of sin, but he provided against our 
falling into sin through ignorance. When 
an organization made up of trained and phil- 
anthropie persons, as is the national society 
for the study and prevention of tuberculo- 
sis, places its findings before us we are un- 
der obligation to do active work in passing 
on this intelligence and thus beconfing a 
blessing to our fellows who are in need.”
